of the anniversary of the publication 
of the imperial manifesto giving a con- 
stitution to Russia October 30, the pre- 
fect of police has caused the city to 
be placarded with proclamations, re- 
calling the late General Trepoff's fa- 
mous phrase "do not. spare bullets." 
warning the public that in case of dis- 
orders, demonstrations or even the as- 
sembling of crowds, armed force will 
be used with all the vigor permissible 
under the roles of "extraordinary se- 
curity." Patrols already are on duty 
In the suburbs and the house porters 
this morning began a two days' spe- 
cial vigil. The official announcements 
of te deums in tie cathedrals and 
churches In honor of the two fold an- 
niversary, the escape of the imperial 
family from 
the railroad 
wreck at 


Borkl in 1888, and the issuance of the 
Imperial manifesto, places emphasis 
on the first event and the order to 
army officers Instructing them to at- 
tend the services does not even men- 
tion the manifesto.

Where Wreck Occurred. 


The wreck occurred at th'; 
Draw- 


bridge which spans 
the 
"Thorough 


fare," a small waterway about one 
mile outside of this city, just on the 
eastern edge of the mea'dows, and was 
directly due to the draw failing to 
work, probably. The fishing schooner 
Sinbad, which was recently wrecked 
off Winter Quarters shoal light, a short 
distance from the 
Delaware 
break- 


water, had just passed through the 
drawbridge. As the schooner was en- 
tering the draw, the electric train hove 
in sight and started across the mea- 
dow from Pleasantville. 
Before the 


draw had swung into position the three 
cars, which were running at a high 
rate of speed, dashed onto the trestle. 
With a lurch the forward car left the 
rails and dashed into the guard rail, 
the other two cars following. At tho 
point where the cars jumped the track 
the top of the trestle is nearly twenty 
feet. high. 


Two Cars Submerged. 


The first two cara were Instantly sub- 


merged but the third car of the train 
caught on an abutment and remained 
suspended. It was this car from which 


nearly all of the injured escaped. The 
news of the disaster was quickly tel- 
egraphed to this city and in less than 
an hour the work of rescue had been, 
begun. At the time of the. accident, the 
tide, which rises about ten feet, was 
running in and the work of the divers 
was necessarily slow. It was not until 
several hours later that the divers 
were able to make any progress. Then 
the awful evidences of the disaster be- 
came apparent 
When the two cars 


struck the bottom of the waterway 
they stood almost on end and the first 
man to descend reported that the vic- 
tims were packed in the lower ends of 
the submerged cars so tightly that it 
was difficult to move them. 


One by one the bodies were carried 


to a waiting train and laid side by 
side, later to be borne to this city and 
placed in the Empire theater, which 
was pressed into service as a tempor- 
ary morgue. Thousands of persons, 
quickly gathered at the scene of the 
disaster, and a score of boats soon sur- 
rounded the spot where the cars disap- 
peared, but they were unable to render 
any aid, and could only await the ar- 
rival of the divers. 


Pitiable Scenes at Morgue. 


At the morgues the scenes were 


pathetic. Persons who had friends on 
the ill-fated cars crowded about the 
door and 
with 
difficulty 
were 
re- 


strained from forcing their way into 
the building. One of the most, heart- 
rending incidents was 
furnished by 


Frederick Benckert, who lost his entire 
family, a wife 
and 
two 
children. 


Benckert, was not informed of the ac- 
cident until too late to catch a train, 
and he hurried here in an automobile.' 
When he saw tho bodies of his wife 
and two little boys lying side by side 
on the floor, Benckert. collapsed ami 
had to be carried from the building. 
Benckert had Intended to come to At- 
lantic City with his family yesterday, 
but was unable to get away. 


Walter Scott, the raotorman, wan 


killed because of his anxiety to spend 
a part of the day with hiw wife heri;. 
It was Scott's custom to run only as 
far as Mlllvillo. but toduy ho swapped 
runs with another motorman and his 
death was tho result. 


Were Awaited at the Station. 


Dr. Hudders and his wife were on 


their way to this city to purchase a 
cottage and Intended visiting Mrs. Gor- 
man, 
tho doctor's slster-In-law. who re- 


sides in tills city. The latter was at 
the station waiting for the arrival of 
the doctor and his wife, nnrt when she 
learned of the accident the woman col- 
lapsed. The bodies of the doctor and 
his wife were among the last, brought 
in from the wreck. 


Prosecutor Albortson. Coroner Gas- 


kill, Captain Woodruff and Chief of 
Police Maxwell superintended the re- 
moval of the bodies from tho scene of 
the disaster. 
As 
each 
body 
was 


brought to the surface It was searched 
and the effects were taken in charge 
by Captain Woodruff. 
The valuables 


were placed In packages, which were 
numbered and a number correspond- 
ing was placed on the body. 


Divers Were Exhausted. 


The divers were sn completely ex- 


hausted by their 
continued 
efforts 


that they were compelled lo suspend 
operations a short, time before day- 
break. Their work was particularly 
arduous because the wrecking crows, 
which had heen summoned 
to tho 


aceno of the. accident, were unable to 
raise the submerged cars. The huge 
derrick which was run out. upon tne 
Irng trestle, with the added weight 
of the wrecked cars, suspended from 
the crane, was more than the bridge 
would sustain, and it. was feared the 
stress would cause It to collapse. 


An atteniia was made to cut. t.hs 


first and second cars asunder and lift 
a single car out of the water, but the 
cable:, broke at the tlrst attempt, and 
on the second the already twisted car 
buckled. 
The 
attempts 
to lift, the 


coaefcss were then temporarily aban- 
doned and all efforts were directed to- 
ward getting the bodies of the vic- 
tims out of the wreckage. 
When it Is 


certain that no morn bodies are in 
ths tangled and twisted coaches they 
will be broken up and pulled ashore. 
General Manager W. W. Atterbury, of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company, 
which compajiy owns 
the

on 


which the accident occurred, is here, 
but thus far has declined to make any 
statement with reference to the wreck. 
He Intimated that a statement might 
be looked for later in the day. 


New Divers Arrive. 


A special train from Philadelphia 


reached the scene of the wreck this 
morning,, carrying among others three 
divers, who came down to relieve the 
men who had been working unceasing- 
ly through the night to recover the 
! bodies of those who had perished In 


the West Jersey and Sea Shore rail- 
way disaster 
at. Thoroughfare last 


evening. 


The efforts of the new men resulted 


in the bringing to the surface of three 
more bodies within a 
few 
hours. 


These were taken to the temporary 
morgue, where they were laid out and 
tagged with numbers while a crowd 
surged arouhd the doors anxious to 
get in and view the bodies. All told, 
thirty-seven dead lay in the impro- 
vised morgue, 
and

and soy beans. 
Tho foods used for fallening. that is, 


which aro deficient In flesh formers, 
are: 
Corn, corn stover, corn 
silage, 


millet hay, sorghum hay, timothy hay, 
and all the straws. 


All kinds of grain nnd forage havu 


more or less of the flesh-forming ele- 
ments, although the amount in the va- 
rious straws is very small. All kinds 
of forage and grain hsive more or less 
of the fattening clement. 
The point, 


therefore, is to mix these two classes 
of feeds in the proportion required for 
the animal to which it is to be fed. 


Take, for example, milk cows: You 


cannot possibly get tho best results 
from these by feeding thorn corn, or 
corn stover, corn silage, millet hay, 
timothy, sorghum or the straws, no 
matter how much 
you give 
them. 


These feeds do not have enough of tho 
milk-making elemenls, which are the 
same as the flesh-forming, to get pro- 
fitable results. Therefore, if you are 
feeding corn to milk cows y.>u must 
feed clover hay, or alfalfa, or cow pea 
hay.

If you do not havo those, you had 


bolter buy some other flesh-forming 
elements, say bran, cotton seod nieiil.

The suecossful fanner does not sit 


with his feet in the oven and spit in 
the wood throe months in. the year. He 
finds about as much to do In the winter 
as In summer—If he is really looking 
for work. 


If the weeds roll up against your 


woven wire fence better take time to 
clear them out, because heavy winds 
blowing against a broadside of this 
kind will drag the posts out of shape.
